1. Applicant's amendment filed on 3/31/2009 has been received and 
entered in the case. 

2. Applicant's amendments and/or remarks with respect to the claims 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Claims 1 and 12: In view of the limitations, the prior art does 
not fairly disclose alone or in combination an elevator rope slippage 
detecting device having a pulley sensor for generating a signal in 
accordance with a rotation of the pulley; a rope speed sensor for 
generating a movement speed of the rope based on an observation of the 
rope and a processing device that includes a first and second speed 
detecting portion based on the signal from the pulley sensor and rope 
sensor respectively. The claims are deemed to be directed to a 
nonobvious improvement over the invention patented in JP Patent 
03067882 A.
